A good sized crowd which filled the 
first floor an d boxes of the Dixon 
theater last even in g, tu rn ed ou t to 
hear the issues of the fall n ation al 
an d state campaign 
d iscussed 
by 
Democratic office seekers who spoke 
at a rally which is a part of a state 
wid e campaign . 
For two hours an d 
on e-half, the speakers 
poin ted 
out 
alleged shortcomin gs an d failures of 
the Republican party from the close 
of the World W ar to d ate, an d vivid ­ 
ly pain ted the relief from terrible 
con d ition s in both n ation al an d state 
politics which they claim will be ob­ 
tain ed by the selection of the com ­ 
plete Democratic ticket. 
Rev. Albert R Whitcombe of this 
city was the on ly local Democrat who 
appeared on the stage an d he in tu rn 
in trod uced the speakers an d served as 
chairman of the meetin g. 
The m eet­ 
in g was called for 8 o'clock, but was 
somewhat d elayed . S.en . James H am ­ 
ilton Lewis bein g d etain ed in Chicago 
an d arrivin g on a train about 8:30 
while Floyd E. Thompson ad d ressed 
an assembly in Sterlin g an d arrived 
about 9 o'clock. 
Hon Thomas F. Don ovan of Joliet. 
Tcen tly selected to succeed the late 
George Bren n an as member of the 
n ation al committee was the first to be 
in trod uced by Chairm an Whitcombe 
He laun ched forth on a plea for p ar­ 
ty loyalty an d then took up the a g ­ 
ricultural problem which he reviewed 
from the begin n in g of the Hard in g 
ad min istration up to the presen t d ate 
He spoke of the d eflation of prices, 
the problems of the American farm ­ 
er. the alleged shortcomin gs of the 
Republican ad min istration in provid ­ 
in g relief for the farmer, an d a tta c k­ 
ed Hoover's stan d on the agricultural 
question , which he said n either prom ­ 
ised n or in timated an y relief for the 
farmer. 
While d wellin g on this su b­ 
ject upon which he had talked at 
some len gth, Hon . James Hamilton 
Lewis stepped from the win gs to the 
stage an d was received with cheers. 
The n ew chairman of the state com ­ 
mittee closed at on ce. 
In his d ramatic man n er, the ex- 
6 en ator laun ched forth "recallin g the 
calamity of d ishon or which has been 
brought upon the American people by 
the Republican party." in the Un ited 
States an d Illin ois. 
Referrin g to al­ 
leged "treasury lootin gs" of vast sums 
of mon ey the ex-Sen ator in referrin g 
te con d ition s in Illin ois stated that. 
•'Illin ois, throu gh the operation s of 
the Republican party bears thp repu ­ 
tation of bein g a state where n o h o n ­ 
est man can abid e d urin g the presen t 
ad rrumst ration ." 
Is Fo r Sta te Option 
In thp mid st of his remarks. Floyd 
E Thompson , can d id ate for govern or 
an d Peter Weller, can d id ate for the 
office of lieuten an t-govern or, stepped 
from the win gs to the stage an d were 
accord ed a hearty reception . R esu m ­ 
in g his theme. Mr. Lewis left Illin ois 
en d took up the shortcomin gs of the 
Republican party as pertain s to n a ­ 
tion al problems 
He d welt at some 
len gth on the fed eral reserve system, 
which he claimed was raised an d used 
bj the western farmers to fatten the 
eastern fin an ciers. 
He d ealt very 
briefly with the question of farm re­ 
lief an d of prohibition , but on the 
latter, gave his views on the subject 
by statin g th at he had opposed the 
measure on the floor at Washin gton 
an d would con tin ue to oppose it on the 
groun d s th at he believed th a t the 
state in d ivid ually should d etermin e 
what they d esired to eat, d rin k an d 
wear. 
He closed his remarks d ra m a­ 
tically shoutin g, "Smith, Democracy 
an d Illin ois for the preservation of 
the Un ited States." 
Floyd E. Thompson , former state’s 
attorn ey of Rock Islan d coun ty an d 
former member of the Illin ois su ­ 
preme court. Democratic can d id ate 
for the govern orship of Illin ois was 
the last speaker. 
He stated that he 
was brin gin g the tru th to the citizen s 
of Illin ois an d expected to expose con ­ 
d ition s as they exist m Sprin gfield in 
every coun ty in the state an d every 
precin ct in Chicago. 
He stated that 
a half d ozen men con trol the Repu b­ 
lican politics in Illin ois an d gave this 
as the reason for their brin g a soar-

According to reports, this m em ber of the monkey tribe is 
a man eater. 
It is very large, very powerful and very fierce, 
and is so tough and hardy that a well-placed bullet from the 
most powerful rifle often will not knock it out. 
Hunting tig­ 
ers, apparently , could be no more dangerous than hunting 
this animal. 
One is compelled to wonder, at times, why men set t he m ­ 
selves such tasks as Senor Calvao has chosen. The senor is a 
man of means and position; the world can he quite an e n te r ­ 
taining place for such a man. with many ingenious devices to 
provide am usem ent and interest. 
W hy should he volu n tar­ 
ily go up into the remote Amazon country looking for a fa b­ 
ulous ape that eats men?

There is an outlandish, bizarre quality to the whole 
thing that might make a strong appeal to a resident of a 
m odern city ,

While there 
are. in all conscience, outlandish people and things enough 
there to satisfy any one, they are all the artificial products 
of modern society . 
Cp in the headw aters of the Amazon, 
where man-eating apes prowl through dam p, suffocating 
jungles, is nature in her most savage and demoniac mood. If 
Senor Calvao is not able to find his escape from civilization 
there, he will never find it any w here.

Government observers have noted 
with some concern th a t the sales of 
cholera serum, the only known .safe­ 
guard against the disease, have been 
drop p ing off. 
This indicates, they 
fear, that, hog raisers, lulled by the 
p eriod of relative freedom from the 
disease in their own and neighboring 
herds, have been falling back into a 
habit of taking chances by failing to 
inoculate their animals against the 
disease, and thereby have increased 
the danger of outbreaks 
Such a situation is greatly to be 
regretted, in the op inion of Dr T

White, authority on the subject 
and assistant chief of the division of 
hog cholera control of the bureau 
of animal industry of the dep artment 
ol agriculture. 
Inoculation of hogs

General Carlstrom, 
delivered at the request of the sta te’s 
attorney at Tuscola.

use. and traded in on it his old car. 
An agreement was made w ith the a u ­ 
tomobile sa lesm an tha t the old car 
would be purchased by the county , 
and the com missioner should get as 
much money as the county would pay 
for the auto. 
Then the highwa y
